Hello everybody! During World 
War II Gary Cooper made a 23,000 
mile tour of the South Pacific. ‘He 
has wanted to go back ever since. 
Gary Cooper was born in Helena, 
Montana, the son of Charles Henry 
Cooper, a former British barrister 
who later became an Associate 
Justice of.the State Supreme Court 
of Montana. When he was nine 
years old, Gary's parents sént him 
to Dunstable School, Bedfordshire, 
England, for four years. After two 
years, at Grinnell College he re- 
turned to Helena to work on a local 
newspaper as a cartoonist. He spent 
five years on the paper and then 
decided to try for a better job in 
Los Angeles. One day he ran into 
two friends from Montana who ad- 
mitted they were stranded in Hol- 
lywood, but were making ends meet 
by falling off horses and such for 
motion picture studios. Cooper, by 
this time nearing the end of his 
financial rope, went to work as an 
extra and stunt man for $10 a day, 
When he learned that Tom Mix was 
getting paid $17,500 a week, Coop- 
er went home, sold his drawing 
board and pointed himself toward a 
successful movie career, He paid 
a cameraman $65 to make a test 
run of him, took on an agent.and 
did everything possible to Help ad- 
vance his cause. Luck helped, too, 
Cooper was picked by Hans Eiesler, 
then producing Westerns, to play 
opposite Eileen Sedgewick in a 
two-reel movie. He was seen, if one 
looked closely, in other roles and 
not long after his discovery, Sam- 
uel Goldwyn hired Cooper for the, 
part of “Slim" in “The Winning of 
Barbara Worth.” It was at this 


timè that he changed his ‘name 
from Frank James Cooper to Gary.

Cemetery was discussed’ by the tri- 
city Port Mayaca Cemetery Com- 
mission at a meeting in the Paho- 
kee City Hall Monday night, with

The commission reported to Rev. 
J. B. Adams, a representative from 
the Negro Ministers Alliance - of 
Belle Glade, that at the present 
time there are only six lots left at 
the cemetery for the burial of 
Negroes, but the commission is ne- 
gotiating with Bessemer Proper- 
ties, Inc., owner of the land sur- 
rounding the cemetery, for addi- 
tional space for the Negro section.
